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SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

As  secretary  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association,  it  is  my  duty  to  report  to  you  the  transactions  of  your  association. 
The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  lengthy  minutes  of  both  executive  and  board  meetings. 

The  executive  committee  met  on  September  12,  30,  November  15,  27,  December  11,  1979.  January  4,  27,  April  2, 
June  6,  1980.  The  Board  met  September  30,  1979,  January  27,  and  June  6,  1980. 

Twenty-seven  Board  members  were  present  on  September  30  to  approve  the  June  1979  Board  minutes  and  accept 
the  financial  report. 

A  report  from  the  September  12,  Executive  Committee  meeting  stated  that  the  legal  document  from  VCU  had  been 
received.  The  Executive  Committee  went  over  the  wording  of  each  paragraph  of  the  legal  document.  It  was  decided 
that  Mrs.  Kay  and  Doctors  Hudgens  and  Nooney  should  consult  a  lawyer  in  the  firm  of  McGuire,  Woods  and  Battle 
and  subsequently  the  document  be  mailed  to  Board  members  and  the  membership  be  informed  through  The  Scarab. 

On  September  30  after  extensive  discussion  the  Executive  Committee  passed  a  motion  to  approve  the  agreement 
as  written  between  the  university  and  the  MCV  Alumni  Association. 

At  the  September  30  Board  meeting,  motions  were  made  to  change  some  phrases  and  then  Mr.  Leavitt's  motion  that 
the  legal  document  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  duly  seconded  and  passed.  It  was  noted  by  Dr. 
Hudgens  that  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  Bylaws  will  have  to  be  changed  to  go  along  with  the  new  agreement. 
The  Board  felt  the  document  should  be  re-evaluated  after  a  two-year  period  to  see  how  it  is  working.  A  motion  passed 
to  authorize  Dr.  Hudgens  to  execute  the  document  on  behalf  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association.  Dr.  Henderson  moved 
and  Dr.  Mears  seconded  the  motion  that  we  not  use  any  of  our  savings,  income  as  well  as  principle,  for  the  next  two 
years  except  for  capital  outlays.  Dr.  Van  Horn  emphasized  House  Joint  Resolution  #73,  "Be  it  resolved  by  the 
House  of  Delegates,  the  Senate  concurring,  that  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  VCU  be  requested  to  take  the  necessary 
action  to  maintain  the  identity  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  as  an  individual  College  existing  within  the 
administrative  framework  of  the  University." 

The  need  to  appoint  a  Search  Committee  to  find  a  staff  member  to  replace  Mrs.  Crews  was  acknowledged  and 
budgetory  factors  were  discussed. 

The  House  Committee  having  met  on  September  20,  reported  to  the  Board  that  no  appraisal  was  put  on  the 
dwelling  at  1107  E.  Clay,  but  the  land  was  appraised  at  $65,500  by  Rountrey  and  Associates.  It  was  discussed  at 
length  that  this  did  not  seem  to  be  a  fair  price.  Members  agreed  that  we  have  some  bargaining  power.  It  was  noted  that 
a  five  foot  passageway  would  continue  between  1 105  and  the  new  pharmacy  building,  and  the  property  line  will  have 
to  be  settled  because  a  two  foot  variance  exists  due  to  the  fact  that  the  corner  of  12th  and  Clay  streets  is  not  a  ninety 
degree  angle.  Mrs.  Kay's  motion  that  the  1107  property  be  offered  for  sale  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  for 
$100,000  was  passed  unanimously.  As  a  result  of  a  previous  motion,  by  Dr.  Nooney,  that  qualified  architects  survey 
the  1105  building,  a  report  was  heard  from  Griffey  and  Strollo  architects  stating  the  building  is  structually  sound: 
therefore ,  a  utilization  study  will  be  done  prior  to  any  money  being  spent .  The  House  Committee  was  authorized  to  go 
ahead  with  negotiations  and  report  to  the  Board. 

Other  reports  were  submitted  and  filed  with  the  minutes. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  Executive  meetings  subsequent  to  September  30,  1979. 

On  November  15, 1979  a  Finance  Committee  was  appointed,  with  Mrs.  Kay  as  chairman,  and  a  motion  passed  to  have 
auditors  prepare  a  budget  to  send  to  VCU.  Mr.  Leavitt  was  appointed  chairman  of  a  Search  Committee  to  hire  a  new 
secretary.  No  motions  were  made  at  the  November  27  meeting.  On  December  11.  Mrs.  Crews  told  the  Executive 
Committee  she  would  work  part-time  through  January  25,  1980.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  work  with  the 
attorney  to  revise  the  Articles  and  Bylaws  prior  to  the  January  Board  meeting.  During  January  1980,  the  Search 
Committee  and  Executive  Committee  interviewed  prospective  personnel  and  the  Board  gave  their  approval  by  mail 
to  the  proposal  to  offer  Mrs.  Franklin  B.  Stone  the  secretarial  position. 

On  January  27,  1980,  the  Executive  Committee  elected  Dr.  Hudgens  as  its  chairman  for  1980  and  approved  Mrs. 
Stone*s  contract.  They  authorized:  holiday  and  sick  leave  for  our  employees,  within  the  standard  set  by  VCU,  also 
authorization  of  a  portrait  of  Miss  Minnie  Franck  to  be  painted  and  placed  in  the  Alumni  House.  Dr.  Hudgens 
was  asked  to  make  the  arrangements.  Also  approved  was  a  consulting  fee  for  the  auditor  to  change  the  bookkeeping 
system.  The  Executive  Committee  studied  the  Articles  as  prepared  by  the  lawyer. 

On  January  27,  1980,  the  Board  welcomed  the  new  Board  members  and  recognized  Mr.  R.  R.  Rooke,  lifetime 
Board  member,  Mr.  James  Dunn,  and  Mr.  Arthur  Ernst,  president  of  the  MCV  student  body.  The  minutes  of  the 
September  Board  meeting  were  approved,  the  treasurer's  report  accepted  and  reports  of  committees  heard  and  filed 
with  the  minutes.  Mrs.  Kay's  motion  to  invite  the  MCV  Foundation  President  and/or  Chairmen  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  the  Board  meetings  passed. 

The  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  Bylaws  were  discussed  extensively.  Changes  in  the  Articles  were  proposed  by 
Dr.  Nooney  for  inclusion  in  the  May  Scarab  prior  to  being  presented  to  the  membership  for  vote  at  the  Annual 
Meeting,  June  7,  1980.  On  Dr.  Sugg's  motion  and  Dr.  Nooney's  second,  the  changes  in  the  Bylaws  carried  and  plans 
were  made  to  publish  them  in  the  May  Scarab. 
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Full  minutes  of  January  27  Executive  and  Board  minutes  are  on  file. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  April  2,  1980.  Mrs.  Stone's  financial  report  was  accepted.  A  lengthy  discussion 
followed  concerning  the  February  Scarab  which  was  produced  by  the  VCU  office  with  Mrs.  Kay  as  editor.  Mrs. 
Stone  was  authorized  to  secure  a  replacement  for  Mrs.  Janice  Carr  who  is  leaving  the  office  in  June.  A  revised  set  of 
Articles  of  Incorporation  were  received  on  April  2  from  the  tax  section  of  the  law  firm  and  it  was  decided  to  mail 
copies  to  the  Board  members  in  addition  to  publishing  them  in  the  May  Scarab.  Plans  were  made  to  review  them  again 
at  the  Board  meeting  of  June  6  prior  to  presenting  them  to  the  June  7  Annual  Meeting  for  the  vote  of  the  membership. 
The  full  minutes  are  on  file. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  Friday,  June  6.  Data  on  the  following  areas  was  received  as  information  to  be 
taken  to  the  Board  meeting  later  in  the  day:  the  financial  report,  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  and  Board  of 
Tellers,  the  financing  of  the  Senior  Dance,  the  May  Scarab,  the  repairs  of  1 105  E.  Clay  Street,  and  the  approval  of 
Miss  Lynn  Merrick  as  a  new  secretarial  employee. 

Other  matters  discussed  were:  the  current  reunion  activities,  the  budget  and  funding  by  VCU,  interest  paying 
checking  accounts,  payment  of  sales  tax  on  purchases,  contact  with  senior  students  as  they  graduate  and  enter  the 
alumni  association,  priorities  in  office  equipment  purchases  and  employee  benefits. 

The  Executive  Committee  prepared  recommendations  for  the  Board  concerning  the  need  to  obtain  professional 
financial  investment  advisors,  the  acceptance  of  the  house  committee  report  with  the  proviso  that  it  not  cause  a 
condemnation  of  the  property  at  1107  E.  Clay  Street  and  the  nomination  of  Dr.  James  T.  Tucker  as  a  life  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  met  on  Friday,  June  6.  Dr.  Edmund  Ackell  and  Mr.  James  Dunn  both  spoke.  The  January 
minutes  were  approved  and  the  financial  report  was  accepted  and  will  be  printed  in  the  August  Scarab. 

Committee  reports  were  heard  and  action  was  taken  on  the  following  matters:  the  election  of  Dr.  James  T.  Tucker 
as  a  life  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  authorization  for  obtaining  the  advice  of  professional  financial  advisors 
concerning  investment  of  monies  of  the  association;  authorization  for  the  repair  of  thirty -six  chairs:  approval  of 
current  repairs  in  progress  to  1105  E.  Clay  Street;  limitation  of  further  immediate  repairs  to  those  essential  for  the 
building  preservation;  approval  of  entry  and  inspection  by  an  architectural  committee  to  determine  the  feasibility  of 
the  use  of  1105  E.  Clay  as  a  Faculty  Club,  the  cost  of  the  study  to  be  borne  by  Faculty  Club  Inc.;  the  rejection  of  the 
$75,000  offered  by  VCU  for  purchase  of  1 107  E.  Clay  Street;  the  formation  of  a  committee  of  the  six  vice-presidents, 
the  president  and  the  president  elect  to  study  the  reunion  festivities  and  bring  a  recommendation  to  the  Board  in 
September  concerning  future  reunions;  approval  of  the  use  of  the  Richmond  Hyatt  House  by  the  Liaison  Committee 
for  the  1981  Senior  Dance;  approval  of  the  inclusion  of  all  Occupational  Therapy  graduates  in  the  files  of  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association;  the  acceptance  of  the  reports  of  the  Nominating  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Tellers:

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

As  I  present  to  you  this  President's  report  for  1980, 1  am  conscious  of  the  vast  difference  in  the  lapse  of  time  from 
the  lengthy  six  months  from  June  to  December,  as  compared  to  the  short  six  months  from  December  to  June.  Here  we 
are  at  the  halfway  point  and  time  races  on.  Having  been  closely  associated  with  the  changes  in  our  Association  for  the 
last  18  months,  I  realize  the  road  has  not  been  easy.  Looking  backward  since  our  last  annual  meeting,  we  have  begun 
to  change  definitely  and  positively. 

The  biggest  change,  I  think,  is  the  suspension  of  our  dues  structure,  from  which  our  Association  realized  its  life's 
blood — money — that  universal  commodity  which  can  almost  accomplish  anything  in  this  present  age.  We  have  not 
quite  adjusted,  or  maybe  I  should  say,  we  miss  the  many  envelopes  from  our  members  containing  dues  dollars.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  really  quite  comfortable  to  receive  a  single  check  to  carry  us  each  quarter  as  we  are  now  doing.  It  too 
has  a  nice,  warm  way  of  bringing  a  feeling  of  security  to  the  office  and  staff  of  our  Association. 

At  this  early  stage  the  Board  of  Trustees  should  be  congratulated  for  its  positive  action  and  approval  of  its 
agreement  with  the  University  last  year.  In  the  words  of  Dr.  Ackell,  our  president,  the  changes  we  are  now 
experiencing  will  build  a  strong  Alumni  Association.  With  each  school  working  closely  with  the  Deans  and  graduates 
it  can,  after  establishing  priorities  with  its  alumni,  accomplish  a  great  deal.  Positive  steps  have  been  taken  to 
establish  working  committees  between  us  and  the  six  MCV  Schools.  In  no  case  has  there  been  any  doubt  but  that  a 
real  genuine  spirit  of  cooperation  exists.  Steady  perserverance  can  accomplish  whatever  goals  that  are  reasonably 
established.  It  appears  to  me  that  each  school  alumni  committee  should  begin  by  strengthening  its  alumni  through 
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increasing  membership.  It  will  follow  naturally  that  money  will  also  increase  through  a  gain  in  members. 

We  have  had  beautiful  assistance  from  the  university  administration.  Both  our  association  and  the  administration 
are  concerned  about  building  a  strong  alumni  association  as  an  aid  to  our  mutual  advantage.  I  want  to  thank  Jim  Dunn 
and  his  staff  for  all  they  have  done  to  assist  us  in  making  our  new  adventure  a  success. 

I  am  concerned  with  our  Alumni  House.  It  needs  repair.  I  am  concerned  that  our  Alumni  House  represents 
something  to  the  MCV  staff  and  student  body.  I  would  like  to  see  it  used  more  by  each  as  a  mutual  place  to  meet  and 
exchange  ideas;  to  become  something  of  an  asset  to  the  College.  Certainly  the  Alumni  House  is  in  a  prime  location 
with  accessibility  to  all,  and  I  hope  it  will  someday  become  a  focal  point  for  MCV's  growth  both  financially  and  in  good 
will  through  the  development  of  confidence  by  our  undergraduates,  because  on  them  will  depend  our  future  success. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  should  also  be  congratulated  for  its  acceptance  of  Mrs.  Franklin  Stone,  our  associate 
director  of  alumni  activities,  and  our  executive  secretary.  To  lose  one  who  has  been  close  to  us  for  almost  25  years 
was  a  serious  loss,  but  it  is  a  great  comfort  to  obtain  another  who  is  serious  about  her  work  and  who  gives  us  the  best 
of  her  abilities .

PRESENTATION  OF  PORTRAIT 

In  making  this  presentation,  I  would  like  for  you  to  think  with  me  back  to  the  year  1956.  At  that  point,  our 
association  needed  a  secretary  and  as  is  customary,  a  Search  Committee  was  appointed  to  find  the  proper  person  for 
the  position. 

The  committee  was  chaired  by  Dr.  James  T.  Tucker  and  included  the  late  George  F.  "Jeff  Hendley,R.  R.  Rooke, 
and  two  others.  The  committee  was  instructed  to  move  rapidly  and  present  its  recommendations  within  a  short  time. 
A  meeting  of  the  committee  was  arranged  to  be  held  at  the  John  Marshall  Hotel .  Each  member  of  the  committee  was 
instructed  to  explore  the  field  and  bring  to  the  meeting  the  name  of  a  candidate  who  would,  in  our  opinion,  possess  all 
the  qualifications  necessary  to  fill  this  important  position. 

There  were  a  number  of  candidates,  we  gave  each  of  them  thorough  consideration  and  evaluation. 

As  our  discussion  progressed,  it  became  more  apparent  that  there  was  one  candidate  that  clearly  stood  head  and 
shoulders  above  the  rest.  That  candidate  was,  of  course.  Miss  Minnie  M.  Franck. 

There  were  two  of  us  on  the  committee  who  had  known  Minnie  for  quite  some  time.  We  knew  that  she  was  a 
graduate  of  the  College  of  William  and  Mary.  We  knew  that  she  had  a  good  position  in  her  family-owned  business.  We 
knew  her  father,  her  uncles,  and  other  relatives,  were  all  hard  working,  good  solid  citizens;  and  we  knew  that  she 
would  be  an  ideal  person  for  the  position  if  she  would  consider  making  the  change. 

I  was  given  the  assignment  of  talking  to  her  about  becoming  our  secretary.  She  listened  attentively,  asked  a  few 
questions,  and  we  reached  the  point  of  making  the  decision.  When  I  asked  her  if  she  would  be  interested  in  taking  the 
position,  she  gave  me  a  reply  that  I  shall  not  forget.  It  was,  "I  think  I  would.  I  would  like  to  see  what  I  can  do  on  my 
own."  The  committee  was  most  pleased,  and  Minnie,  you  very  definitely  did  exceedingly  well  on  your  own.  Dr. 
James  T.  Tucker,  a  man  of  great  wisdom,  was  your  first  president.  You  took  over  a  financially  embarrassed  low 
activity  and  low  membership  organization  and  built  it  into  one  of  the  outstanding  Alumni  Associations  in  the 
country.  All  this  has  come  about  through  your  dedication,  hard  work,  good  management,  and  unswerving  loyalty. 
Last  June,  after  23  years  of  hard  work  and  completely  dedicated  services,  Minnie  decided  that  it  was  time  that  she 
should  step  aside.  She  had  told  a  few  of  us  that  she  was  tired.  We  all  knew  that  her  departure  meant  a  great  loss  to  the 
Alumni  Association,  but  none  could  deny  that  she  was  entitled  to  some  time  to  call  her  own. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  last  June,  she  was  presented  a  plaque  and  other  tokens  of  our  love  and  esteem  for  her  and 
our  appreciation  for  the  fine  job  she  had  done  for  us.  But,  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  their 
wisdom,  decided  that  that  was  not  enough — that  there  should  be  a  memorial,  something  for  posterity,  something  that 
would  express  the  strength,  character,  and  courage  of  the  great  and  gracious  lady  that  we  honor  today.

Certainly  today,  from  the  bottom  of  our  hearts 
and  with  reverence,  we  can  all  say  that  to  you  today,  and  wish  for  you  many  happy  years  to  come. 

Mrs.  Gayle  assisted  Mr.  Rooke  in  unveiling  the  portrait  amid  applause. 

Dr.  Hudgens  said:  When  your  Board  of  Trustees  made  the  decision  several  months  ago  to  commission  a  portrait  of 
Miss  Minnie  to  grace  forever  the  front  parlor  of  your  Alumni  House.  It  was  the  decision  that  it  was  to  serve  as  a 
permanent  reminder  of  Miss  Minnie's  long  and  productive  service  to  the  Alumni  Association  and  it  was  also  to  be  a 
token  of  our  gratitude  for  her  total  and  complete  devotion  to  duty  all  these  years.  By  the  greatest  stroke  of 
circumstance  we  were  able  to  obtain  the  artistic  services  of  Fran  Gayle  to  create  this  portrait  for  you.  Fran  has  gained 
the  very  remarkable  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  foremost  artists  of  this  entire  area.

ALUMNUS  OF  THE  YEAR  AWARD 

Mr.  President,  officers  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Alumni 
Association,  my  fellow  Alumni  and  guests.  It  is  my  pleasure  to  stand  before  you  today  to  present  this  Association's 
Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award.  When  I  look  back  at  the  four  previous  recipients,  I  know  that  once  again  as  with  the  four 
previous  honorees  we  have  chosen  wisely  a  person  dedicated  to  the  highest  principals  of  professionalism.  Our 
recipient  today  is  a  native  Virginian,  born  in  Paeonian  Springs,  Virginia.  He  came  to  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
in  1931  following  studies  at  the  University  of  Virginia.  He  graduated  with  honors  from  our  School  of  Dentistry  in 
1935.  Following  a  short  venture  in  Alabama,  the  call  of  his  alma  mater  in  his  native  state  was  too  great,  so  he  returned 
to  accept  a  full  time  teaching  position  as  an  instructor  in  the  Department  of  Crown  and  Bridge  Prcsthodontics  in  1936. 
He  rose  to  full  professor  in  the  year  1948  and  served  as  the  chairman  of  this  department  from  1958  until  his  retirement 
in  1970.  Within  the  School  of  Dentistry,  he  chaired  all  major  committees,  was  appointed  assistant  dean  in  1964,  and 
associate  dean  in  1968. 

I  ask  myself,  how  does  one  evaluate  over  45  years  of  service  to  his  profession.  One  must  look  at  a  few  of  the  many 
honors  which  have  been  his.  He  joined  the  Virginia  Dental  Association  and  the  Richmond  Dental  Society  in  1935. 
Fifteen  years  later  he  was  serving  as  president  of  the  Richmond  Dental  Society.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Virginia  Dental  Association's  Executive  Committee  from  1956-1960.  He  served  on  and  was  chairman  of  many 
committees  at  the  local  and  state  level.  He  was  elected  the  93rd  President  of  the  Virginia  Dental  Association,  serving 
from  1961-1962.  He  was  made  a  life  member  of  the  V.  D.  A.  and  A.  D.  A.  in  1974.  He  is  also  a  fellow  in  the  American 
College  of  Dentists.  Those  are  but  a  few  of  his  professional  accomplishments. 

When  he  was  on  the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Dentistry  he  was  always  sought  out  by  students  and  faculty  alike  for  his 
wise  counsel,  for  he  was  good  friend.  He  lifted  people  up  by  encouraging  them.  He  knows  that  all  stumble,  now  and 
then,  and  those  that  never  make  a  mistake  accomplish  nothing.  He  has  always  gone  more  than  halfway  with  his 
fellow  men. 

Let's  look  at  the  man — a  REAL  MAN.  It  is  in  this  light  that  he  is  a  real  RARITY — It  is  difficult  to  find  the  proper 
words,  the  proper  sentences  or  the  proper  paragraphs  to  condense  a  lifetime  of  service  to  his  profession  and  to  his 
fellow  man.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  to  dentists  throughout  this  Commonwealth  his  name  has  ALWAYS  been  and  is 
synonomous  with  one  who  always  puts  others  before  himself.  He  is  a  dedicated,  beloved  and  respected  alumnus  that 
we  all  can  be  proud  of.  His  service  to  his  fellow  man  has  been  an  example  for  us  all  to  follow.  He  is  a  dedicated  church 
man  with  the  love  of  God  in  his  heart.  He  is  a  husband  with  many  years  of  love  in  his  heart  for  his  wife  and  with  many 
years  of  her  love  in  his  heart. 

Because  of  his  unselfish  devotion  to  his  fellow  man,  his  love  of  his  alma  mater,  the  variety  of  commitments,  and  the 
magnitude  of  his  deeds  and  accomplishments,  we  are  proud  to  award  this  Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award  to  this 
gentleman,  this  scholar,  this  true,  dedicated,  beloved  and  most  respected  friend  of  mine,  of  all  of  us,  and  of  our  Alumni 
Association,  Doctor  Richard  Lee  Simpson.

New  Executive  Director 

"A  variety  of  tasks,  that  are 
interesting — challenging,  is  what 
attracted  me  to  the  position,"  said 
the  new  MCV  Alumni  Association 
Executive  Director  Franklin  B. 
Stone. 

Mrs.  Stone  smiled  as  she  re- 
called the  staffs  first  task  under 
her  direction,  since  she  arrived  the 
day  staff  began  to  gather  informa- 
tion on  the  Class  of  '30  graduates 
for  the  reunion.  "It  was  a  massive 
task,"  recalled  Stone,  "We  had  to 
make  contacts,  insure  necessary 
materials  would  be  available, 
watch  the  budget,  and  plan  the 
meetings,  parties  and  events.

What  Did  You  Say? 

A  "speaking  tube,"  a  "London 
dome"  and  an  audiphone  are  part 
of  the  Thompkins-McCaw  Library 
permanent  collection  of  hearing 
aids. 

This  collection,  only  the  second 
of  its  kind  at  a  college  or  univer- 
sity, was  given  to  the  library  by 
Mr.  S.  James  Cutler,  professor 
emeritus  of  otolargngology,  who 
for  25  years  was  director  of  au- 
diology. 

He  started  the  collection  in  1956 
primarily  to  demonstrate  to  "re- 
sistant prone  individuals, "who 
needed  a  hearing  aid,  that  all  kinds 
of  devices  had  been  used  through 
the  years  to  aid  hearing,  and  that 
wearing  a  hearing  aid  was  nothing 
to  be  ashamed  of,  especially  when 
compared  to  the  larger  devices  of  a 
century  ago.  He  was  encouraged 
to  increase  the  collection  by  his 
department's  chairman.  Dr.  Peter 
N.  Pastore. 

About  twenty  years  ago.  Cutler 
"picked  four  of  the  prettiest  girls 
at  MCV,"  to  pose  with  his  antique 
hearing  aids.  This  picture  accom- 
panied an  article  in  the  Richmond 
newspapers  requesting  donations 
to  the  collection.  This  appeal 
brought  in  additional  hearing 
devices,  including  a  1924  power 
pack  hearing  aid. 

One  of  the  most  ingenious  aids 
looks  like  a  black  fan.  It  is  made  of 
a  flexible,  yet  hard  rubber.  The  top 
of  the  fan  was  held  against  the 
user's  upper  teeth,  and  the  user 


pulled  at  cords  attached  to  the 
bottom  to  place  the  fan  under 
some  tension.  The  fan  became  in 
essence  a  tension  membrane  and 
collected  sound  vibrations,  which 
were  conducted  via  the  teeth  and 
born  to  the  inner  ear. 

The  collection  spans  the  period 
between  the  1840s  and  the  late 
1960s,  and  was  developed  and 
arranged  by  Nancy  Summers, 
MCV  archivist,  and  is  now  on 
permanent  display  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  library. 

Included  in  the  collection  are  a 
homemade  ear  trumpet,  a  pearl 
necklace  hearing  aid,  a  telescoping 
ear  trumpet  and  examples  of  early 
electric  hearing  aids  and  modern 
transistorized  devices. 

A  Bear  Response 

In  response  to  inquiries  con- 
cerning the  "Three  Bears"  cover 
of  the  May  1980  Scarab  we  reprint 
in  part  the  following  article  from 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Foundation  Annual  Report,  1974. 

Dr.  W.  T.  Sanger  saw  the 
sculpture  of  the  three  bears  in 
Brookgreen  Gardens.  South 
Carolina.  He  was  so  impressed 
with  this  masterpiece  in  stone  that 
the  sculpture  was  reproduced  by 
its  original  sculptor,  Mrs.  A.  M. 
Huntington,  and  presented  to  the 
college  as  a  gift  by  the  Hunting- 
tons  in  1941. 

The  bears  symbolize  events  of 
those  far  away  days  when  the 
Indian  medicine  man  looked  upon 
the  bear,  the  strongest  animal  on 
this  continent,  as  a  demigod  to 
whom  he  appealed  for  strength  and 
power.  One  source  tells  us  that 
since  the  reign  of  the  American 
Indian,  the  bear  has  symbolized 
the  power  of  healing. 

Our  pioneer  forefathers,  cut  off 
from  the  colonies  and  civilization 
by  miles  of  desolate  wilderness, 
were  forced  to  rely  on  the  house- 
hold remedies  they  brought  with 
them  or  practices  learned  from  the 
Indians. 

We  are  proud  to  say  that 
medicine  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virgini.  is  advanced  far  ahead  of 
the  days  when  healing  was  con- 
nected with  the  bear.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  fitting  to  have  the 
three  bears  at  the  entrance  of  the 


main  hospital  as  a  reminder  of  the 
three-fold  responsibility  to  educate 
those  who  would  serve  humanity, 
to  preserve  and  restore  health  and 
to  seek  the  cause  and  cure  of 
disease.

At  the  installation  of  the 
officers,  Myles  P.  Lash,  executive 
director  for  MCV  Hospitals,  re- 
ceived $2,600  from  the  auxiliary  to 
be  used  for  patients'  needs. 

Primary  Health  Care  Grant 

The  Robert  Wood  Johnson 
Foundation  of  Princeton,  New  Jer- 
sey, has  granted  MCV  Hospitals 
and  the  School  of  Medicine 
$800,000  for  a  four-year  program 
to  improve  health  care  of  patients 
and  training  of  general  physicians. 

The  award,  one  of  15  granted  by 
the  foundation,  gave  a  total  of  $12 
million  to  clinics,  including  those 
at  Yale,  Tufts,  John  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity, University  of  North 
Carolina,  Vanderbilt  University, 
University  of  California  and 
Georgetown  University. 

For  10,000  Virginians  whose 
primary  health  care  is  provided  by 
the  A.  D.  Williams  clinics,  the 
grant  will  make  waiting  lines 
shorter  or  non-existent,  insure  see- 
ing the  same  doctor  at  each  visit 
and  provide  a  highly  trained  fac- 
ulty physician  to  closely  supervise 
the  care  of  each  patient. 

"The  grant  recognizes  the  great 
improvements  made  in  the  medical 
clinics  during  the  last  two  years," 
says  Dr.  John  Witherspoon, 
chairman  of  the  Division  of 
General  Medicine  and  Primary 
Care  in  the  School  of  Medicine. 


He  says  the  system  at  the  clinics 
has  improved  so  much  that  within 
two  years  the  staff  may  be  able 
to  make  limited  house  calls. 

Patients  now  receive  appoint- 
ments and  have  little  or  no  wait- 
ing. The  greatest  improvement  has 
been  made  by  the  establishment  of 
a  group  practice  where  residents, 
who  are  training  to  become 
primary-care  physicians,  can  care 
for  patients  for  a  three-year 
period. 

"The  continuity  of  care  is  im- 
proved, the  doctors  learn  to  work 
in  a  group  practice  situation  like 
the  ones  they  will  enter  when  they 
leave  VCU,  and  the  patients  are 
much  happier,**  says  Witherspoon. 

The  grant  will  be  used  to  expand 
the  group  practice  program,  pro- 
vide more  faculty  members  to 
supervise  physicians  and  nurse 
practitioners  in  training,  expand 
the  quality  assurance  program  for 
clinic  patients  and  reorganize  pa- 
tient records,  registration  proce- 
dures and  billing  systems. 

Renovations  Complete 

The  MCV  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment facilities  for  patients  with 
environmental  health  problems 
have  been  expanded  through  reno- 
vation of  the  toxicology  labora- 
tory. 


The  renovation  of  the  facilities 
and  purchase  of  new  equipment 
used  to  study  poisons  were  re- 
cently completed  with  the  support 
of  a  $79,500  grant  from  the  Vir- 
ginia Environment  Endowment. 

The  renovated  toxicology  labo- 
ratory will  provide  expanded 
health  care  for  environmentally  re- 
lated health  problems  linked  to 
toxic  substances  such  as  pesticides 
and  chemicals. 

The  new  equipment  and 
facilities  will  also  allow  the  labo- 
ratory to  continue  work  in  the 
detection  of  drug  overdosage  and 
acute  poisonings,  as  well  as 
therapeutic  monitoring  of  drugs. 

"Cleaning  up"  Membranes 

Cell  membranes  which  transmit 
impulses  between  nerve  fibers  can 
be  taken  apart  and  put  back  to- 
gether again,  according  to  Dr. 
Marino  Martinez-Carrion,  chair- 
man of  the  biochemistry  depart- 
ment. 

The  importance  is  that  these 
membranes,  formed  from  isolated 
compounds  offish  tissue,  function 
normally  even  though  they  have 
been  simplified  by  removing  some 
of  their  microscopic  parts.  This  is 
the  first  time  that  such  an  attempt 
to  simplify  and  reconstitute  cell 
membranes  has  been  successful. 
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and  the  "cleaning  up"  of  mem- 
branes will  open  the  door  to  new 
research. 

This  ability  to  study  cell  mem- 
branes with  few  distracting  com- 
ponents will  allow  scientists  to 
tell  which  parts  are  responsible  for 
which  actions,  says  Martinez- 
Carrion.  This  could  have  important 
implications  for  the  study  of  cer- 
tain diseases,  particularly  nerve- 
muscle  disorders. 

Research  simplified  cell  mem- 
branes such  as  these  lay  the 
groundwork  for  development  of 
drugs  to  arrest  the  progressive 
muscle  function  degeneration  of 
neuro-muscular  diseases  like 
myasthenia  gravis. 

Brooke  Leaving 

Francis  J.  Brooke,  Special  As- 
sistant to  the  President,  has  become 
president  of  Columbus  College  in 
Columbus,  Georgia. 

Brooke  joined  VCU  in  1968  as 
vice-president  for  academic  affairs 
and  later  served  as  provost  of  the 
Academic  Division. 

Cancer  Center  Update 

Bids  for  construction  of  the 
Cancer  Center  have  been  received 
by  the  State  Division  of  Engineer- 
ing and  Buildings,  and  construc- 
tion on  the  four  story  addition  to 
North  Hospital  began  August  21, 
1980. 

Additionally,  the  building  pro- 
gram for  the  center  has  received 
another  gift  from  the  Eleanor 
Getzen-Danner  Trust.  This  brings 
the  total  to  $1 10,000  that  the  trust 
has  contributed  to  the  building 
program. 

Pediatrics  Conference 

The  Second  Annual  Pediatrics 
Primary  Care  Conference,  "Criti- 
cal Issues  in  the  Health  of  the 
School- Aged  Child"  is  being  held 
November  21-23,  1980  in  Wil- 
liamsburg, Virginia. 

The  conference,  a  postgraduate 
course  for  13  AM  A  Category  I 
credit  hours,  will  review  problems 
occurring  most  often  in  the  school 
aged  child.  Subjects  will  be  ap- 
proached from  both  a  diagnostic 


and  therapeutic  point  of  view.

Health  Effects  Research 
Continues 

The  Virginia  Environmental  En- 
dowment has  funded  three  more 
years  of  research,  for  $75,000,  on 
the  health  effects  of  environmental 
chemicals. 

After  more  than  a  year  of  study, 
Dr.  Philip  S.  Guzelian,  associate 
professor  of  medicine,  found  a 
means  of  helping  more  than  30 
people  who  were  poisoned  by  the 
pesticide  Kepone  at  a  Hopewell 
chemical  plant  in  1975.  His 
technique  involved  an  agent  called 
cholestyramine  which  binds 
metabolites  of  Kepone  in  the  in- 
testine so  that  they  will  not  be 
reabsorbed  by  the  body. 

The  new  funds  will  be  used  to 
continue  the  research  on  Kepone 
and  similar  poisons.
